Although J. F. Betschart, Talbert 
Meat company operator, admitted 
.slaughtering livestock without 
■State inspection, a Huntington 
Beach justice court Jury yesterday 
found him not guilty. 

BcUsrhart had attacked powers 
given .state in.spectors by the live¬ 
stock inspection laws, but Justice 
Chris Pann had upheld the law in 
instructions given the Jury. 

The verdict came after five hours 
of deliberation. 

Betschart was arre.sted after he 
admittedly began slaughtering op¬ 
erations at his establishment last 
month, after his slaughtering .li¬ 
cense had been revoked until im¬ 
provements were made in the 
plant, according to state in¬ 
spectors. 

He claimed the "big packers" 
were "out to get him" becau.se his 
juices were far below other prices 
charged for meat in Orange county. 
State inspectors, he claimed, had 
too much authority under the law 
in being enabled to deny licenses. 

The trial lasted two days be¬ 
fore Justice Pann and the Jury, 
with Deputy Dist. Atty. Warren 
Schutz pre.senting the state's case.

sensational rumors - from outside 
of Germany—of widespread unrest 
growing out of the military 3’il 
caiij .et ciisis. 

Rvports of supposed army re¬ 
volts in Ea.st Prussian garrison 
towns, .street fighting in Berlin, 
executions of 16 generals and the 
closing of German frontiers were 
denied officially. 

Thu.s far investigation by the 
Associated Press Berlin staff and 
Associated Press reporters in sur¬ 
rounding countries has shown no 
basis in fact for those reports. 

Government officials who worked 
into the late hours last night be¬ 
cause of the rumors were con¬ 
fronted also with problems sur¬ 
rounding the resignation of Pre¬ 
mier Octavian Goga'.s cabinet in 
Rumania and the possible rela¬ 
tionships the new legiiiie might 
have with the reich. 

The government bclieve.s that 
the reports, practically all of which 
came from outside Germany, may 
finally be traced to one source cr 
a group acting together. A clew 
was seen in the desire of certain 
of Germany’s neighbors to obtain 
quick approval of their parlia¬ 
ments for rearmament programs.

OUlZ REOUEST 

FDR Asks Huge Fund 
For Army Defense 

WASHINGTON. (,PI—The hoiuse 
naval committee, voted, 14 to 2. 
against calling Arthur Krock, 
Washington correspondent of the 
New York Times, to testify who 
had “expertly informed” him the 
United States and Briti.sh fleets 
would “automatically” cooperate in 
the Pacific should the occasion de¬ 
mand. 

This action was taken shortly 
before President Roosevelt, at his 
press conference, expre.sscd doubt 
today that he would have anything 
to say to congress in the near fu¬ 
ture on foreign affairs. 

ASKS >IORE FUNDS 
Earlier, it was disclosed that the 
President had asked congress for 
a supplementary appropriation of 
$16,880,000 to strengthen the army. 

Representative Brewster (R., 
Maine), offered a motion in house 
naval committee to summon 
Krock. Only one other member of 
the committee. Representative 
Shannon (D., Mo.) supported 
Brewster. 

The President made his state¬ 
ment regarding foreign affairs aft¬ 
er a question as to whether he in¬ 
tended to “gratify” the expressed 
desire of Senator Johnson (R., 
Calf.) for more information on 
foreign affairs. 

HUGE PROGRAM 

Johnson has questioned Ameri¬ 
can intentions in connection with 
the President’s recommendation for 
$800,000,000 naval expansion pro¬ 
gram. 

Until the vote was taken on 
Krock, the naval committee post¬ 
poned hearing Johnson Hagood, re¬ 
tired army major general, on the 
proposed $800,000,000 naval ex¬ 
pansion. 

Hagood said congress had let 
the war making power drift into 
the hands of the President. 

"It seems to me,” the general 
continued, “that the time has come 
when congress should perform its 
sacred duty to the people by clear¬ 
ly defining the purpo.ses for which 
the land and naval forces should 
be used—to repel invasion; to pro¬ 
tect American interests abroad; to 
enforce the Monroe doctrine; to 
make the world safe for democracy, 
or what not,” 

HITS N. Y. TIDIES 
Before the vote, Snannon told 
the committee it would be “par¬ 
ticularly appropriate” to hear the 
New York Times representative 
because that paper was “the most 
perfect representative of the Brit¬ 
ish Empire in the world.”

WASHINGTON. (/PI—A newly- 
created National Mortgage asso¬ 
ciation may lend up to $211,000,-

tion’s housing program, officials 
of the Reconstruction Finance cor¬ 
poration said today. 

The RFC created the as>;ocia- 
tion—the first of its type— yester¬ 
day with a paid-in capital stock 
of $10,000,000 and a paid-in sur¬ 
plus of $1,000,000. It was em¬ 
powered to issue debentures up to 
20 times its capital stock. 

Officials explained that the 
agency is intended to demonstrate 
the part which financial institu¬ 
tions can play in reviving resi¬ 
dential construction. 

The association will purchase 
and sell first mortgages insured 
by the Federal Housing adminis¬ 
tration. It is designed in part to 
provide money for large-scale 
projects. 

Chairman Jesse H. Jones of the 
RFC asked for cooperation from 
builders, dealers and worltmen, 
and added: 

“A real building program will 
increase employment and stimu¬ 
late business more, perhaps, than 
any other one thing that can be 
done.” 

CANYON RANCH 
TAXES FIXED 

Taxes on John V. Newman’s 
Peters canyon ranch are $86.03 a 
year—not $43.04, as erroneously 
reported elsewhere, an accurate 
check of county records showed 
today. 

The ranch, reportedly offered 
for sale for $42,500, consists of 
33.28 acres of land near the Pet¬ 
ers canyon dam, according to rec¬ 
ords in the tax collector’s office. 
Trees on the ranch were not old 
enough to be assessed until this 
year, records showed, and they 
alone are assessed at $2090, with 
a tax of $41.38. 

Land value of $2025 is taxed at 
$40.10, and a building worth $230 
pays $4.55 taxes, assessment rolls 
showed. 

The ranch is located in Tustin 
school district, where property 
pays only 1.98 per $100 assessed 
valuation for all charges. Santa 
Ana’s rate is $5.40.

EVANSTON, HI.—Science may 
make life easier for persons who 
have to travel the path blazed by 
Helen Keller. Miss Keller, who 
became blind and deaf at the age 
of 19 months, learned to make 
vibrations take the place of eyes 
and cars. She learned by touch¬ 
ing a speaker’s lips and throat. 

In Evanston there’s a 5-year-old 
girl, Joan Higgins, who’s starting 
the same difficult process. But 
it’s being simplified a little for 
Joan, 

DEVELOPS PHONOTAfTOR 

Dr. Robert Harvey Gault, pro¬ 
fessor of psychology and director 
of the American Institute for the 
Deaf-Blind at Northwestern uni¬ 
versity, has her in charge. He 
has devised an instrument known 
as the phonotactor which tran.s- 
lates voices into vibrations. 

The phonotactor is an improve¬ 
ment on the touch-the-lips method, 
he explains, because it intensifies 
and clarifies the voice range. 

Joan is instructed by university 
psychologists 11 hours weekly. 
She sits be.side the phonotactor 
with her fingers resting on reeds. 
As the instructor speaks into a 


telephone transmitter the reeds 
vibrate from 64 to 8000 times a 
second. 

PROBl.EM C051PLIC.ATED 

Joan's problem is more difficult i 
than Mias Keller’s was because 
Joan was born without sight or 
hearing. 

”A child born with sight ind 
afflicted even shortly after birth is; 
far better advanced than one born 
blind,” Dr. Gault explains, “be-; 
cause a normal baljy absorbs facts ; 
about his environment from the j 
moment of birth.” 1 

One like Joan must learn i 
through touch alone such differ -1 
ences as between up and down, ' 
violent impacts and music, the; 
elusiveness of curved surfaces and 
other thing.s that are quite 3on- 
fu.sing to the blind. 

Dr. Gault says the normal per- 
■son can scarcely imagine the deaf- 
blind person’s conception of the 
world. 

“To the biologi.st.” he explained, 
“the deaf baby reverts to a stage ■ 
in its embryonic growth when it ‘ 
was about the size of a thimble ; 
and had fishlike characteri.stics. \ 
The totally deaf are in this re- 
pect millions of evolutionary 
years behind those who hear nor-' 
mally.” j

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A couple of month.s ago thi.a 
column pointed out the advantage.s 
of the National Townsend Recov¬ 
ery Plan to members of the Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Labor and other 
unionized workers. The article 
commented on the pending wages 
and hours bill now before the Con¬ 
gress and predicted that any mini¬ 
mum wage legislation as would be 
enacted would become obsolete al¬ 
most immediately after the Town¬ 
send plan became law. 

The article intended to convey 
to the minds of workers that the 
Townsend money in circulation 
would so increase business volume 
and need of labor’s services that 
unemployment would cease and 
competition between employers for 
labor’s services would result. This 
would then lift the wage standards 
of the nation much beyond that 
which is contemplated in pending 
wage legislation. 

This column quotes in part to¬ 
night a resolution recently passed 
by Local 14 of Municipal Workers 
of America at Jeannette, Penn., 
according to M. C. Schupp, secre¬ 
tary. The re.solution urged the 
enactment of the General Welfare 
Act of 1937, (the Town.send bill) 
now before the Congress in lan¬ 
guage as follows; 

“'ITie terrible conditions we have 
undergone in the past five year.s 
can be traced to the uneven dis¬ 
tribution of wealth and resources 
and such conditions must be re¬ 
adjusted. The causes of poverty 
and general in.security can be 
traced to the inadequate distribu¬ 
tion of purchasing power. 

"The ever-increasing installation 
of machinery and labor-saving de¬ 
vices swells the ranks of the un¬ 
employed and increases the wealth 
of the manufacturer.

“That we, the State, County and 
Municipal Workers of America, 
Local 14 go on record as endorsing 
and favoring the Townsend Na¬ 
tional Recovery Bill (HR 4199) 
and that we instruct our proper 
legislative Representatives and 
Senators to take immediate steps 
to enact the Townsend plan at 
once, basing our support of the 
Townsend plan upon the following 
grounds; 

“1. That Jeanette Central Trades 
Council has gone on record as en- 
dor.sing and favoring the Town¬ 
send National Recovery Plan, 

“2. It will increase purchasing 
power and thus Increase employ¬ 


ment and eliminate seasonal em-1 
ployment. 

“o. By eliminating all people 
over 60 years of age fiom active 
work in industry, it will create 
jobs for the young and curtail un¬ 
employment in this cla.ss. 

“4. By providing an opportunity 
for all to obtain an honc.st living, 
it will have a tendency to reduce 
crime. 

"5. It will be self-supporting 
through a transaction tax upon 
increased and steadily increasing 
wealth.”

Labor Problem Discussed 
At Villa Park Meeting 


VILLA PARK.—One of the big¬ 
gest problems now faced by agri¬ 
culture is the inability of the na- 
nional labor relations board to de¬ 
fine just what constitutes agricul¬ 
tural labor, said Ivan McDaniel, at¬ 
torney for the agricultural produc¬ 
tion labor committee of Los An¬ 
geles, as he spoke before growers 
affiliated with the Villa Park Or¬ 
chards association here yesterday 
afternoon. 

McDaniel cited figures showing 
that California agricultural work¬ 
ers are paid from two to three 
times as much as agricultural 
workers in other states, but labor 
sympathizers in congress pay no 
heed to these figures, he added, 
neither will they pay any attention 
to the difference in freight charges 
paid by Californians and shippers 
from Florida or Texas. He attacked 
the ruling made by Tom Emory, 
Washington attorney for the labor 
relations board, that packing 
houses are under the inling of the 
board, eind said Emory knew noth¬ 
ing of agriculture, had never been 


west of Chicago and had never 
lived a day on a farm. 

In closing he said that agricul¬ 
ture as whole must stand apart 
from the struggle for power now 
waged between the A. F. of L. and 
the CIO, which struggle might re¬ 
sult in conditions like those in 
Europe, where man must fit the 
government, and not the govern¬ 
ment the man. 

Willard Smith, president of the 
association, presided, and intro¬ 
duced Clarence Skiles, manager of 
the Orange County Fruit exchange, 
who spoke on general crop condi¬ 
tions. Roy Willis told of pest con¬ 
trol to be expected this season.

BERKF:LEY,—A liberal educa¬ 
tion ia the greatest weapon that a 
person can wield against the in¬ 
fluence of propaganda, according 
to Dr. Eric C. Bellquist. instructor 
in political science at the Univer¬ 
sity of California. 

Writing in the February i.ssue 
of the (California Monthly, maga¬ 
zine of the California Alumni A.s- 
sociation. Dr. Bellquist said. "The 
ultimate cure for propaganda 
so:"ms to hang inseparably with 
a liberated intelligence. 

A trained man know.s .something 
about relations, proportions, cause 
and effect, and the like, which the 
untrained man does not. It is this 
mood to take everything with a 
grain of salt that defeats the 
propagandist. 

A liberal education tends to 
modify and to qualify our political, 
religious, and social prejudices. In 
this way a college education 
.shoukl put IKS in a position where 
we can control our prejudices in- 
st:-ad of being controlled by them. 
This is the main puprpose of a 
liberal education. 

"In order to achieve some de¬ 
gree of inoculation against propa¬ 
ganda. therefore. I should like to 
urge the habit of suspended judg¬ 
ment, the habit of skepticism, a 
mood to question, to hesitate, to 
follow' Woodrow W^iLson’s advice to 
wait until tomorrow’ to see if the 
report of today is true, a willing-

SACRAMENTO. Wi — Comple¬ 
tion of California's new lethal gas 
chamber at San Quentin prison 
is expected about March 1, W. 
H. Rockingham, mechanical and 
electrical engineer of the state 
division of architecture informed 
Public \Vorks Director Earl Ijee 
Kelly. 

Work on the $15,000 execution 
room at the penitentiary has been 
finished and only awaits the de¬ 
livery of the steel and glass cham¬ 
ber from a Denver manufacturing 
concern. 

Rockingham said he expected 
delivery of the gas cell shortly 
and two weeks would be required 
to install it. 

EIGHT FEET ACROSS 

The cell he said is eight feet 
in diameter and about 7 feet 
high. It will be placed in the 
center of the high ceilinged room 
which will be partitioned off for 
witnesses and officials. Windows 
around the air tight chamber will 
permit a view of the two death 
chairs within it. 

Powerful blowers will drive out 
gas fumes and bring in a mixture 
of fresh air and ammonia follow¬ 
ing an execution. The plans for 
the cell, Rockingham said, have 
taken into consideration all pos¬ 
sible safety factors and several 
features not now used in other 
states will be included. 

CYANIDE “EGGS" 

The deadly cyanide "eggs" will 
be held beneath the execution 
chairs and will be released into 
an acid bath from a side room 
upon the signal of the officer in 
charge. 

Rockingham estimated that the 
chamber could be cleared of the 
fumes within tw‘o or three min¬ 
utes but expected that 15 would 
be used tor safety’s sake. 

Outside of the death room two 
cells have been erected where con¬ 
demned persons will be placed the 
night before the date fixed for 
their execution. 


WASHINGTON. (A>i — Senator 
La Follette (Prog., Wis.) informs 
the senate that he will not be “de¬ 
terred by any charges of lack of 
patriotism" in questioning the 
necessity for increased naval ap¬ 
propriations. 

La Follette rose to defend Dr. 
Charles A. Beard, historian, who 
he said had been the object of an 
attack by Senator Lewis (D., Ill.) 
in the previous speech. Lewi.s, 
who did not name Beard, assailed 
‘‘those who call themselves great 
educators" who, he said, oppose 
United States defense prepara¬ 
tions. 

“The time has come," Lewis as¬ 
serted, “to let the world know 
that this country wants no war 
but that it will stand ready to de¬ 
fend itself.” 

Taking issue with Lewis’ state¬ 
ments, La Follette asserted that 
“millions of people" .subscribe to 
the questions which he said Dr. 
Beard asked the house committee 
at hearings on the proposed 
$800,000,000 expansion of the navy. 

“These people want to know 
what occasions this great naval 
armament program,” La Follette 
shouted. 

“They want to know what for¬ 
eign policies will be implemented 
by such a program . . . 

“I shall not be deterred by any 
charge of lack of patriotism in 
asking these questions that the 
people want answered before their 
children and their children’s chil¬ 
dren are saddled with the burden 
of another war." 


SACRAMENTO. (IPI-California 
cities and counties are becoming 
planning conscious and the growth 
of planning was revealed in a re¬ 
port by Richard S. Whitehead, 
state planning engineer. 

The report lists ,'12 county and 
117 city planning commissions and 
states 55 per cent of the counties 
and 41 per cent of the incorpo¬ 
rated cities have adopted planning 

Ninety per cent of the people of 
the state are represented by county 
planning commissions and 9.’J per 
cent of the urban population is 
served by city planning commis¬ 
sions. 

All 10 counties above 100,000 
and ail 23 cities above 20,000 popu¬ 
lation are .served by pianning 
agencies and 78 per cent of the 
existing county commissions and 
62 per cent of the city organiza¬ 
tions are currently working on 
planning problems. 

County and city planning com¬ 
missions spent approximately 
$111,000 and $87,000, respectively, 
for support in the fiscal year 
19;i6-37. 

At pre.sent, the average staff of 
17 county planning commis.sions 
is two pensons each. In addition, 
Los Angeles county employs a 
staff of 33.

MOSCOW. Russia. (American 
Wire)—Reported transferring of 
naval forces to the Far £last was 
linked by ob.servers here today 
with the creation of the new navy 
commissariat, separating the army 
and naval forces. Officials refused 
to comment on naval movements 
or reasons for the separation. 

The change is in line with a 
policy of strengthening the Soviet 
Union’s sea strength from a de¬ 
fensive arm into a powerful of¬ 
fensive force, it is believed. The 
navy has one of the world’s larg¬ 
est submarine forces, but is con¬ 
sidered deficient in battleships and 
cruisers.

STATE HOME BLIND PLAY BAIJ 


SACRAMENTO. (iP) — The 76 
male residents of the state home 
for adult blind in Oakland are 
playing baseball. 

They are using the standard 
soft ball court that was con- 
i structed on the grounds of the 
j home under the direction of Rob- 
I ern Chandler, superintendent of 
j the institution, and said Harry 
! Lutgens. state director of institu¬ 
tions, the blind are enthusiastic 
and proficient players. 

The ball that is used is the 
standard soft ball in which a bell 
is placed so that the batter will 
know the ball is coming toward 
him. 


In.stead of throwing the ball, the 
pitcher rolls it and the batter, 
using a hockey stick in place of 
a bat. strikes at the ball. The 
players have become so proficient 
they are able to hit the ball seven 
or eight times out of 12 rolls. 

The batter after hitting the hall 
goes to first ba.se, the base line 
being marked by a. M-inch felt 
pafl. The fielders who u.sually are 
resting on one knee so as to cover 
as much grounri as possible, after 
retrieving the ball attempts to roll 
the ball between the base runner 
and the base for an “out.” 

All players on the teams of 
nine men are fieklers, except the 
pitcher and catcher. No basemen 
are used because of the danger of 
injury to the “runner” going to 
ba.se should he accidentally collide 
with the baseman. 

The only participant in the game 
who has normal vision is the um¬ 
pire who rings a bell when the 
base runner gets to his base and 
there is a different toned bell for 
each ba.se. 

To prevent any unfair advant¬ 
age, the pitcher is a ineinber uf 
the team that is at bat. 

Most of the players, Lutg«'ns 
said, are between 45 and 55 years 
old and they get their greatest 
thrill from batting the ball as 
much as 60 feet. 


Wants Vitamins 
Put in Drinks 


NEW YORK. (American Wire) 
Insertion of vitamin K-1 concen¬ 
trate in alcoholic beverages by in- 
stillers for the benefit of alcoholics 
who have progressed to the point 
where they no longer wish to eat 
three meals a day, was urged to¬ 
day by Dr. Norman Jolliffe, chief 
of the medical service of the psy¬ 
chiatric division of the New York 
City department of hospitals. 

“Heavy drinking for social rea¬ 
sons.” he said, “is unlikely to re¬ 
sult in any lasting harm, but 'pick- 
me-ups’ which the imbiber takes 
for reasons of necessity are dan¬ 
gerous and re.sult in a vitamin de¬ 
ficiency.” His department has 
been conducting a study of the ef¬ 
fects of drinking, but has almost 
nothing in the way of findings yet, 
Dr. Jolliffe said.

The process, “zinc-metalizing.” 
has been applied to the bottom of 
the Astri, a cargo ship now under 
construction. 

In.stead of the usual bottom 
paints, the new solution is sprayed 
on the bare metal of the ship’s 
skin, and is said to be proof 
against rust and corrosion. Salt¬ 
water growths, including barnacles 
and vegetable life, will not attach 
themselves to surfaces treated 
with the zinc solution, local mari¬ 
time authorities claim.

The apparatus is a cloak of light 
windproof material with sleeves 
attached to the back of the coat 
and the bottom connected to the 
skier’s ankles. 

When a speed of at least 20 
miles an hour is reached, the arms 
are extended, causing the cloak to 
balloon out like a three-cornered 
sail about 12 feet square. By 
changing the position of the arms 
it is easy to guard against txiing 
tossed forward or backward and 
the wind cushion carries the skier 
more easily over rough surfaces.

In Wheeling, Oregon, green rain 
fell in 1932, and citizens of Del- 
grade, Yugoslavia, reported a fall 
of yellow rain the year before. 


RAIN OF FISH . . . 

Frogs, fish, tadpoles and what¬ 
not continue to fall here and there 
. . . often from clear skies. The 
most plausible explanation is that 
whatever happens to fall is carried 
into the rioiids by winds; but al¬ 
though hundreds of reliable per¬ 
sons have seen them fall, none ever 
witnessed them going up. When 
distances have practieall.v dis¬ 
proved that winds carried the live 
creatures, many have suggested 


that the winds picked up onl.y the 
eggs, and the fish or frogs were 
hatched in the skies! The fact re¬ 
mains that these strange “living 
rains” have never been fully ex¬ 
plained. 

One of the most unusual of these 
rains occurred at Santa Isabel, 
-Mexico, in 192.5, when salt water 
fish fell from the clouds although 
the nearest salt water was 250 
miles away.

Why Not a Union Junior College? 

If Santa Ana and its coastline neighbors ever get 
together on the proposal to build a UNION junior col¬ 
lege, the first problem will be to pick a site. 

We want to stick our necks out early in the game and 
suggest that due consideration be given to the wide-open 
areas between Santa Ana and Costa Mesa. 

There are several advantages to such a location. 

1. It is central with regard to the population density 
of the combined districts. 

2. It is not located in one community to the exclusion 
of the others whicli support it by their taxes and attend¬ 
ance, yet it is still reasonably close to all, including Santa 
Ana, which probably will supply the majority of the 
students. 

3. It provides plenty of open acreage. 

This last point is especially interesting in view of the 
fact that such a plant, embracing 80 acres perhaps, would 
probably have to be located on property now owned by 
James Irvine. 

Mr. Irvine has long been known for his interest in 
worth-while public affairs when they can be obtained on 
a basis of advantage to this county. We need only to cite 
his cooperation in the last flood bond issue and the gift 
of beautiful Irvine park. 

No doubt if the merits of a big junior college site on 
the Irvine acreage in the great plain between Santa Ana 
and the coast were definitely established and made clear, 
he would be glad to cooperate in the leadership of a move¬ 
ment that could mean so much toward an adequate solu¬ 
tion of the problem of higher education in the southern 
end of the county. 

History is full of cases where broad-minded individ¬ 
uals of great influence and means have practically single- 
handed made possible the founding of new centers of 
learning. 

Certainly the matter of a new union junior college so 
located is worth the earnest consideration of the entire 
south end of the county. 

And then there was the Santa Ana visitor tchn 
howled amid the raindrops: “Climate, you haven’t 
got any. Just ivco.ther.”
